British Attitude Made Plain 


British oMcials in China and Japan 
are reported {o have been emphasising 
to Japon that British property rights 
and other interests in Hankow must 
be respected. It is understood repre- 
sentations hive been made to the 
Japanese asking them to guarantee full 
facilities, for the British té re-enter 
Possession and resume their lawful 
associations Immediately any fight- 
ing that may occur within the former 
Frltish Concession and adjacent areas 
has ceased. 

The Japanese are also said to have 
been asked. to undertake not to 
suspend the operation of the Chen- 
O'Malley Agreement with respect to 
the former British Concession ond 
in no way to modify or interfere with 
the administrative rights conferred by 
the agreement on British subjects. 

Efforts are at present being made 
to organise a safety zone on the nes 
of the now well-known “Jocquinot 
Zone" in Shanghal. The Chinese nre 
already reported to have expressed 
agreement to this plan but no contact 
has been made with the Japanese.—

His Lordship: You mean you men-

Re-examined, witness said he 
-wrote down on a piece of paper nt 
the time the answers given by the 
man, The paper was produced and 
on it was written: “Lam Chun, 30, 
Yan Ping. I cut.my master; not 
only myself, several others had clio 
taken part. The coolle cut the mis- 
tress, the gardener kept watch. 4 
aim. May 5. Time of arrest, 4.55 
a.m.” : 

Why did you write it down?—Be- 
cause what he sald might be requir- 
ed to be produced in evidence In 
Court. 


SLIGHTLY CONFUSED 


His Lordship: Why did you not 
put down. on the paper nccused’s oc- 
cupation?7—k was slightly confused 
at the time, 

You were calm enough to write 
down the other particulars?—I must 
have missed that out. 

You said you knew, almost imme- 
diately, that he was the houseboy. 
You muet have then known he was 
the suspcect?—Yes, 

Then why ask him why he was 
covered in so much blood? 

The. witness could not give a satis- 
factory answer to the question, and 
on being pressed, sald he was fecl- 
Ing giddy and asked to be excused. 

His Lordship allowed the witness 
to stand down, snying he would re- 
call him later. 

Police-Sergeant H. N. Moran snid 
he received ai telephone message 
about 4.45 am. on May 5 from Cen- 
tral Pollce Station, us a result of 
which he despntched two detectives 
to No. 499 The Peak. While wit- 
ness was dressing in order to fol- 
low them, he received a call from 
Mr. Challinor, and on completing 
hls preparations, left for the house 
on his motor cycle combination, ac- 
companied by two other Chinese de- 
tectives, and carrying a first-ald kit. 
Walking up the path to the house, 
witness saw a Chinese lying on the 
ground, covered with blood. After 
giving instructions to the detcctlves 
already on the scene to ask the 
man what had happened, witness 
went into the house. 

At the time, said witness, he knew 
from Mr, Challinor that a murder 
had been committed, but did not 
then connect the Chinese on the 
#round with the murder. The pur- 
pose of instructing the detectives to 
question him was to find out who 
he was, and what had happened, 
On entering the house, witness saw 
the body of Mrs. Challinor, Dr. 
Durran was alrendy in the house. 
Witness later accompanied the ac- 
cused fn an ambulance to the Queen 
Mary Hospital. 

Replying to Mr. Macnamara, wit- 
ness said that no money was found 
on the accused’s person. 

Questioned by his Lordship, wit- 
ness said that, to the best of his 
knowledge, no questions had been 
put to the accused prior to his ar- 
rival, Witness did not hear the 
questions being put to the accused. 


KNIFE FOUND 


Chu Leung, detective C142, tes- 
tifled to having accompanied  Ser- 
geant Moran to the Challinor home. 
Witness sald he found a bottle of 
beer and a hammer on the roof of 
the house, and later found a bunch 
of keys in the key-hole of the kit- 
chen door. 

Detective-inspector C. R. Roze- 
skwy said he arrived at No. 498 
The Peak about 5.05 am. on May 
5, and found accused lying on the 
conerete pathway outside the house. 
Witness found the bedroom in dis- 
order, nearly everything in the 
room being smeared or splashed 
with blood. Blood was on the floor 
as well, Mr. Chaliinor was lying 
on.a bed belng attended to by Dr. 
‘Durran. The body of Mrs. Challinor 
was lying on the floor between one 
of the beds and the window. f 

The handle of a knife was found, 
and after further searching, witness 
found the blade, and another knife. 
A pair of black trousers as well as 
an under-garment were also dis- 
covered, Later, witness was hand- 
ed the hammer, bottle and keys by 
the Chinese detective.

THIRSTS RISE; 

POPULATION 
STEADY 


It must. not be supposed that 
any attempt is being made to 


disguise the fact that Hong- 
kong's population has increased 
by some thousands—no-one_ is 
quite sure how many—since the 


outbreak of hostilities in China. | 


But the monthly water returns, 
issued recently, most certainly 
would mislead anyone not aware 
of the fairly steady, and some- 
times frantic, influx of refugees 
to this Colony. Consumption 
figures for ‘June, 1988, are 
549.43 million gallons as com- 
pared to 396.74 million gallons 
in 1937. Surely there js signi- 
ficance here; surely the most 
reasonable explanation igs that 
the increase in our population is 
responsible for this rather nota- 
ble gain in’ water consumed, 


+ But’ because, presumably, there 


is no official estimate of the 
population’s increase available, 
the monthly water return ‘takes 
it for granted that the Island’s

Japanese. Juggling 
With Chinese: 
Railway Finance 


: London, July 11. 

tn the House of Commons to-dny, 
Mr, I. C. Hannah, Conservative Mem- 
ber for Bilston, drew attention to the 
fact .that, the Japanese Government 
has presented basic shares In railways 
in north and central China to Japan- 
ese charter companica, the value of 
{he shares being 39,000,000 yen. 

The Member urged that the British 
Government protest against the trans— 
netion, in view of the fact that such 
shares would have priority over 
British capital invested In the ralli- 
days !n question. 

The Under - Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, Mr, Butler, repiied that the 
Jnpanese charter companics would 
not be formed ‘until October, and 
quoted a Jnpanese press report that 
the draft’ articles of the association 
provided ‘for the Japanese Govern- 
ment subserlbing 175,000,000 yen and 
50,000,000 yen, half the total capitall~ 
ration of the north China and central 
China compantes respectively.

Evidence of Detective 


Held Admissible 
The second day of the Peak Murder case opened at 
the Supreme Court this morning with an argument 
between Counsel as to the admissibility of a statement 
made by the accused, Lam Chun, 30-year-old cook boy, 
who is charged with the murder of Mrs. Sybil Ruby 
Challinor by stabbing her on the morning of May 6. 


Mr. H. C, Macnamara, for the 
defence submitted this morning that 
the evidence of a Chinese detective 
yesterday was extremely contradic- 
tory, that the Court should not 
believe that he cautioned the accused 
before taking the questioned state- 
mont. Therefore, the statement 

+ could not be admissible. 

When the detective appeared at 
the house nnd saw the cook boy 
covered with blood and saw the scene 
in the house he knew then that the 
cook boy would probably be charged 
in connection with the cause and a 
caution should have been admintster-~ 
ed then. 

Mr, J. Whyatt for the Crown sald 
that such statements were mercly 
“beating the air’ and Mr, Macnamara 
4yog anxious to exclude from the 

. evidence prisoner's statement that: 
“TY attacked the master, the cvolic 
attacked the mistress, and the 
gardener kept watch,” it wus not 
contradicted that prisoner did attach 
‘the master, and the Crown would not 
concern itself with demanding of 
evidence to prove that fact, but rather 
to show the state of mind of the nc- 
cused shortly after the attack, he 
said. 

OF VALUE TO CROWN 


In considering the admissibility of 
evidence, the court must first discern 
accurately the purpose for which the 
evidence was offered und the pro- 
position it sought to establish, Mr. 
Whyatt went on. In this case, the 
Crown did not seck to establish that 
necused was speaking the truth but 
merely the state of his mind. The 
Teason for the caution was that the 
Crown might wish to rely on a 
voluntary admission, but the caution 
question need not arise here since 
the evidence was offercd, the same 
as the evidence of a doctor’ enquiring 
into the sanity or otherwise of a 
person, would be offered. Supposing 
for example, prisoner had been asked 
what he was doing nnd he had re- 
plied: “I have been sitting on the 
roof and gazing the moon," that 
would have been useful evidence for 
the defence because it would have 
shown how his mind was working. 

.. Time and again evidence was ruled 
admissible for one purpose and 
inadmissible for another; for the pur-~ 
pose the Crown needed it, the state- 
ment was admissible, he submitted. 

‘His Lordship said he intended to rule 

. the cvidence admissible ond Mr. 
Maenamara then demanded the right 
of. reply. 


FAILS TO ALTER RULING 


Mr. Macnamara, quotin; from 
Archbold, snid that all anENveES to 
_Bollee constables in these circumst- 
ances were fnadmisstble- unless pre- 
» ceded by a caution. Counsel sub- 
_mitted that it would not be fair to 
Jeave that evidence to the Jury in 
the circumstances in which it had 
.been given.

SPOKE OF CONSPIRACY 


Later, did you ask him nbout the 
wounds agnin?—Yes. 

What did you asi him then?—I 
asked what had happened. 

Did he tell you?—Ille said there 
was a conspiracy between himself 
and the other servants to injure Mrs, 
Challinor. The house coolie, I can’t 
remember if the gardener was also 
in it or not, planned that night to 
injure Mrs. Challinor. They waited 
until late that night for one of them 
to come bnek. When all was ready, 
they crept stenlthily into the reom. 
He was armed with knives, and some- 
one else was armed with a hammer. 
He was first and was pushed Into 
the room. The Hght was switched 
on, and there was a commotion, and 
he said Mr, Challinor attacked him. 
There waa a terrific scufllc and he 
slashed right and left and ran away. 
He went to the servants’ quarters 
to look for the other servants because 
he was angry with them for having 
fooled him into attacking the muster. 
He next went on to the reof, and 
jumped down. He wags stunned mo- 
mentarily and when he came to, 
found himself on the ground. He 
went up to the roof again and made 


another jump. I can’t remember 
whether it was during the first or 
second jump, but he also said he 
got a bottle of beer, and 
drank it. 

How many days after he had been 
admitted into your care did he give 
you that account?—About u week. 


STILL SEEMED RATIONAL 


While he was giving the story, I 
take it you were observing him dur- 
ing that time. Was his demeanour 
during that time rational or irration- 
al?—He spoke with that conviction, 
with that sense of reality that he had 
done something wrong?—One duy he 
asked me to write to his aged mother, 
his wife and two children, to tell 
them not-to worry about him, as 
nothing could be ‘one. 

Would that indicate a sense of re- 
signation?—It would indicate a sense 
of realisation of what he had done 
and consciousness of the conse- 
quences. 


KNEW OF VICTIM'S DEATH 


On that ocension, do you know if 
he was aware that Mrs. Challinor had 
dicd?—I believe he had been inform- 
ed that she had dled. 

Do you remember an occasion when 
talking to him of this affair when he 
was not aware that Mrs. Challinor 
had succumbed to her injuries?—~A 
few days previous to this, he remark-~ 
ed about-his injuries and how un- 
fortunate he was to injure himsclf. 
He mentioned somcthing about hav- 
ing to go to prison for some years. 

Did you gather why he thought he 
would be imprisoned for some years? 
He told me that Mrs. Challinor was 
only injured.

‘ SEARCH FOR INSANITY 


What was the purport of your 
question regarding his family?—To 
find out whether there was any in- 
sanity in his family. 

As a result of the questions you 
put to him, what conclusion did you 
come to regarding his family medical 
history?—I did not go Into it very 
carefully, When he said there was 
no insanity in hig family, I took his 
answer to be final, and left it at that.

Mr, Whyatt: Would-such a person 
lny .hls plans before hand?—Dr.

MIGHT DISGUISE FACT. 


Witness salf he would cxpect a 
person who had on: attack of epliep- 
tle equivalent to have ao medical 
history going back several years, to 
the person's childhood. One “would 
hove to have several fits a year In 
succession to become “hardened” 
before becoming an epileptic equiva- 
lent. Deserlbing a minor fit of. this 
description, witness said that a per- 
son could have had minor fits for 
several yenrs without his acquain- 
tances belng aware of It. 

In a major fit, the person may 
‘change his conduct. 
irritable, moody 
He would have some strange sensa- 
tions, Would cmit a cry and fall to 
the ground with convulsions, The 
body would be rigid and the jaws 
clenched. He would begin to shake 
and bite bls tongue, and then pass 
into ao state of decp sleep. The per 
son might sometimes do something 
violent which he cannot remember. 
Such fits might only last a short 
time, said Dr. Thomas. - 

Assuming that prisoner had a 
grievance against Mrs. Challinor— 
whether well-founded or not does 
not matter—-and ossuming that in 
the middie of the night he went 
to the kitchen and got the knives 
and went to the bedroom with the 
intention of killing Mrs. Challlnor, 
and then when he was challenged he 
said: “I am not silly, 1 am going 
to kill you;” assuming all that, can 
you express any opinion as to whether 
those actlons are consistent with him 
being sane jn the legal senso of the 
word?—Yes. 


RECOGNISE WRONG-DOING 


Sane in the Jegal sense means that 
n man knows what he Is doing and 
that what he was doing, in hls casc, 
was wrong. Is it possible in your 
opinion for a person to be mentally 
abnormal, suffering from a mental 
disease. and notwithstanding that te 
Know the nature of his acts and that 
those acts were wrong?—Yes, and or- 
dinary mental discase would not de- 
prive him of that faculty except 
delirium tremens, sunstroke or epilep- 
tic equivalent. 

He might have such a gricvous 
form of discasc that he would not 
knew what was right or wrong?7— 
Yes. 

Is accused a man of low ment- 
ality? —A little below average. 

Would that fact have any bearing 
at all on whether he knew what he 
wis doing?—No bearing ut all. 

Cross-examined by Counsel for the 
defence, Dr. Thomas accepted that 
the story told) him by accused in 
hospital of the night's events, wns 
wrong. : 

Assuming that it was false, would 
that modify your opinion as to the 
sanity of the accused?—When I heard 
it I thought accused must be deluded. 

His Lordship: You did not belteve 
what he told you?—No, {t was such a 
strange story. | 

Mr. Macnamara: Would it jn- 
Nuence your opinion in nny way If 
I were te tell you that the accused 
has, in fact, had similar attacks to 
the one which is the subject matter 
of thls investlgation? 

Mr. Whyatt interjected that the 
question could not be put as it was 
not known whether there was an 
attack of epileptic equivalent. His 
Lordship said Dr. Thomas had made 
it clear that if he was informed that 
there was a previous history of fits 
it would change his opinion. 


SUPPOSITION OF PROOF 


Mr. Macnamara: Suppose we prove 
that there were similar attacks of 
which he had no recollection, that 
would make it more likely that he 
was an epileptic equivalent?7—Yes. 

Dr. Durran sald yesterday that he 
thought there was no recollection of 
these fits afterwards, fs that true?— 
3 don't think so.. No recollection of 
the events perhaps, but the person 
would ‘know he had had a fit, he 
would know there was.a mental 
hiatus. : 

Dr. Pfister tells me, and he will 
give evidence later, that: these fits 
are usually forgotten?—I cannot sub- 
seribe to that. a . 

Not.a lot of fits. but suppose only 
two fits had been experienced, would 
you agree that the person might not 
so much not have known abdut them 
but might not appreelate that, he had 
bad them?—If you put it that way, 
he might not appreciate them and 
that he had a mental blank in which 
he did not know what had happened, 
I will agree. : 

Especially in. an uneducated man? 
—Yes. ; 

His Lordship: In vulgar parlance, 
he would know there was something 
wrong but he would not know what 
it-was all about?—Yes. 

Mr... Macnamara: . After Mr. 
Challinor had succeeded in wresting 
away the knives, accused went away 
and got a hammer and tried to 
assault: two servants, one with a 
-possible motive and the other with 
no motive at all. Is that consistent 
with the epileptic cquivalent?—All 
these ucts would be embraced by this 
automatism. |, 


CANNOT GIVE OPINION 


if after he assaulted his master 
and mistress and the seryants, he 
then took no bottle of beer and 
climbed on, the roof, would not that 
be a bit strange?—-On. this one 
Isolated fnct it is impossible to give 
on_opinion.

You have your own opinions on the 
applicabllity of these tests and so has 
Dr, Pfister who will give evidence. 
But you thought them {napplicable 
and relied on ‘general conversation, 
It led you to the conclusion that 
necused was sane. at that time?—Yes. 


RECALLS PRISONER'S 
STATEMENT 


Mr. Macnamara recalled prisoner's 
statement to the police in which he 
spolte of fecling giddy, drinking the 
beer and jumping off the roof only 
afterwards learning - that he 
had’ attacked his mistress. Whiness 
agreed that there was a mental 
gap there. ' : 

Mr. Whyatt (re-examining): ‘There 
Js a mental gap ‘provided he wrote 
down everything he remembered but 
did you gather from what he told 
you that there was a mental gap? 

Witness: No, he filed in the gap. 

This story of the conspiracy, 
assuming it was truce that [t was a 
delusion, would it prevent him 
knowing that what he was doing was 
a wrong act?—No. 

Would a delusion be consistent 
with an epileptic equivalent?—No. 

Are the delusion and cpileptic 
equivalent mutually exlusive?7—Yes. 


COMMENCES ADDRESS 


This concluded the evidence for the 
Crown and Mr, Macnamara_ com- 
menced his address for the defence 
by pointing out that the jury need 
not speculate on the fact that prisoncr 
was represented by Counsel, solicitor 
and an expert medical witness since 
these fnellities were made available 
by the Crown. The two points at 
issue were: Did accused kill Mrs. 
Challinor, and if he did kill her, was 
he sane or not. On the first point, 
he did not think the jury would have 
much doubt, considering the evidence 
produced. On the second point he 
would ke to recall that strictly 
speaking, the jury was competent to 
say that the prisoner was insane on 
the facts alone and apart altogether 
from the medical evidence. The 
facts adduced by the prosecution 
were so startling that they must give 
rise to a suspicion in the minds of the 
jury as to accused's sanity. The 
total inadequacy of any motive was 
n point that was not conclusive in 
itself Lut taken in conjunciton with 
ether aspects; it became an Import- 
ant consideration. The extrnordinary 
incident of the assault.on the sere 
vants, the story ‘told to Dr. Thomus 
which had no truth in it, accused’s 
‘worry about leprosy which he never 
hod, were all points to consider. Mr. 
Challinor had said accused was stupid 
but only as a servant: Counsci 
suggested that since accuscd was a 
servant, the Jury could not find the 
distinction between accused being 
stupid and stupid as.n_ servant. 
There was also the pecullar strength 
which enabled him to fight so long 
against such a big, strong man as Mr. 
Choillnor was, the violence of the 
stab wounds, the shouts of “robbery” 
und the statement made to the police 
as further evidence which the jury 
were asked to reconcile with the 
accused's sanity. It was the pre- 
sumption of the law that a man wus 
sane until proved otherwise and the 
defence would prove that accused 
was not sane. 


ACCUSED CALLED 


Going into the witness stand, ac- 
cused admitted that there were some 
people who called him crazy. He 
had been to the Yanping District As- 
sociation in the city, and had been 
accused of having broken mirrors 
and other. articles in the club. As- 
cused had learnt of these breakages 
from .a gardener named — Leung 
‘Hung. - y 

Mr, Macnamara: You know wat 
the charge against you is, that of 
murdering Mrs, Challinor? 

Accused: I was accused of attack- 
ing her. I don't know whether I had 
attacked her or not. I had no rea-~ 
son for attacklng her. ‘ 

Dr, Thomas has said that you told 
him that you and two other servants 
bad formed a conspiracy to attack 
your mistress?—Sometimes I utter 
things which ore not true. 

Why is that?—Sometimes I think | 
havo been telling a true story, bu’ 
when I think it over again, it is nm 
truce. 


RECALLS MOVING CLOTHES

Mr. Whyatt: Are you referring 
to what you said to Dr. Thomns 
about the attack?—What did Dr, 
Thomas say about it? 


WAS NOT TELLING TRUTH 


You told him that on the night 
in questlon there was a_ conspiracy 
between you and the coolle and the 
fardencr to attack the mistress — 
Yes. I am referring to the state- 
ment I made to Dr, Thomas. I was 
not telling the truth In that. 

How long after you made that 
statement to Dr. Thomas that you 
reallsed that it was untrue?—About 
two months after I told Dr. Thomas. 

How long is it from to-day thnt 
you came to realise 1t?—Counting 
from to-day, three or four months, 
two months. Oh! A little over a 
month, 

You mean you realised it when

THIRSTS RISE; 
POPULATION 
STEADY 


It must not be supposed that 
any attempt is being made to 
disguise the fact that Hong- 
kong’s population has increased 
by some thousands—no-one is 
quite sure how many—since the 
outbreak of hostilities in China, 
But the monthly water returns, 
issued recently, most certainly 
would mislead anyone not aware 
of the fairly steady, and some- 
times frantic, influx of refugees 
to thig Colony. Consumption 
figures for June, 1988, are 
589.43 million gallons as com- 
pared to 896,74 million gallons 
in 1987. Surely there is signi- 
ficance here; surely the most 
reasonable explanation is that 
the increase in our population is 
responsible for this rather nota- 
ble gain in water consumed. 
But because, presumably, there 
is no official estimate of the 
population’s increase available, 
the monthly water return takes 
it for granted that the Island's 
population is what it was 
thought to be in 1937—445,000. 
It is on this figure that the per 
capil consumption of water is 
estimated; and it discloses the 
interesting fact that this per 
capite consumption has in- 
creased. more than ten gallons 
per head a day, or roughly 265 
per cent. In Kowloon the 
por ‘capita consumption is still 
based on the 1987 population 
figure of 380,000, and because 
total consumption ig up from 
801.61 million gallons to 869.28 
million gallons per capita con-. 
sumption js’ said to have risen 
from 26.4 to 32.4 gallons: o day.

building. 


Machine-Gun Nests 


The elty Is a maze of machine-gun 
nests, and no Chincse soldicr cn- 
visagies surrendér until the Jnpanese, 
by sheer welght of numbers and 
armaments, dislodges him, 

The Japanese bombardment has 
niready Interrupted the electricity 
supply and at night Kiuliang is in 
total darkness. 

The wealthy Chinese have fled to 
Kullng, borne up the summit of 
Lushan Mountain by chair —coolics 
who, from thnes Immemortal, have 
borne tourists to the famous health 
resort. A refugee zone has been 
marked off at Kullng by the foreign 
population, and about 20,000 refugees 
have alrendy entered.

Chinese Harass Invaders 


Hankow, July 12. 

With the Japanese using all thelr 
available troups for the drive on 
Hankow, leaving, only small garrisons 
in their rear, Chinese mobile units 
are displaying intense activity, ac- 
cording to Chinese reports. 

A Chinese communique claims that 
Chinese guerillas have reached a 
point seven miles from Hofei, while 
in northern Kiangsu they have re- 
captured Fuling, and are now nttack- 
ing the Japanese unlts In the vicinity 
of Yenchen and Nantungchow. 

Heavy downpours In the Hofel and 
Chengyangkwan area are flooding the 
countryside, bringing military opera- 
ttons to a standstill. 

Japanese reinforcements have ar- 
rived at Chicnshan, apparently with 
the intention of advancing westward 
on_Talhu. 

The Chinese and Japanese forces 
are opposing ench other across o 
small river joining the Yangtsc with 
Lake Poyang.—Reuter. 


Chinese Make Determined

has ceased, 


The Japanese are also sald to have 
been asked to undertake not to 
suspend the operation of the Chen-

Efforts are at present. being made 
to orgunise a safety zone on the lines 
ef the now well-known “Jpcquinot 
Zone” in Shanghal.

Fear For Property 
Shanghal, July 12, 


Considerable concern prevails 
umong business firms with Interests 
in Kiulinng, notably the Asiatic 
Petreleum Company, Jardine, 
Matheson and Company and the 
banks, as a result of reports that the 
Hankow authorities have issued 
orders to the Chinese troops to 
destroy “any property or vonstruction 
that might be used by the Japanese 
when they capture the town.” The 
Chinese have been Instructed to 
complete this destruction before 
evacuating.

The Japanese raiders flew at about

The accuracy of the Japanese fire, 
considering the cloudy nature of the 
weather and their previous efforts, 
was remarkable. 

The residential area south-east of 
the Sun Yat-sen Memorial was also 
bombed, between 12 and 15 missiles 
falling in this district.—Reuter.

The whole of the expenditure In 
volved in carrying out the with- 
drawals will. be jncurred on behalf 
of the participating governments by 
the Non-Interventicon Bonrd. —

Says Japanese 
Report 


. Tokyo, July 12. 
Mikhafl Borodin, “mystery 
man” of China and virtual 
dictator of the country. during 
the early days of the Republic, 
has arrived in Hankow, aecord- 
ing to a Domei message. 


Borodin was called to Canton from 
Moscow by Dr. Sun Yat-sen in 1923, 
and acted as Chief Political Adviser 
to the Kuomintang until he was 
forced to flee by Gencralissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek In 1927. . 


After eleven years. exile, Domei 
reports that’ he arrived secretly in 
Hankow on July 9, presumably to 
pave the way for conversations 
between Gencralissimo Chiang Kaj- 
shek and Marshol Bluecher, leader 
of the Sovict Military forees in the 
For East. 


Marshal Bluccher, whe was also 
in Chinu as‘miitary adviser 
Borodin, is believed to be arriving 
in Hankow in the near future. The 
conversations with Generalissimo 
Chiang Kal-shek may have = far- 
reaching effects.—Traus-Occan. 


Borodin, in 1923, was responsible 
for converting the Kuomintang from 
au purely nationalistic movement tato 
a milltant social - revolutionary 
movement, Under his tutelage, 
Bluecher was training Chinese cadets 
at the Whampoa Military Academy, 
Chinese generals = were taking 
“raduate courses at Moscow's war 
colleges and preparations were pro- 
eeeding, for the organisation of 
Soviets throughout China, Early in 
1927 Boredin becatne the real power 
In China, He wis looked upon as 
the sele author of every move, decree 
and policy of the Hankow Govern- 
ment. The right wing of the Kuo- 
mintang, Jed by Chiang Kai-shek, 
wrew alarmed, and led a revolt 
against the — Russian Influence. 
Borodin and his retinue fled back to 
Sovict Russia, 


NEW SLOOP

Japanese exports in the first 
five months of the current year 
dropped by 35. per cent. com- 
pared with the corresponding 
period last year, according to 
statistics issued by the Minister 
for Economics, Mr, Scihin Ikeda, 
to-day. 


In terms of currency, exports de- 
creased to 1,008,000,000 yen, a de- 
crease of 18 per cent. compared with 
the corresponding period last ycar. 


The value of exports to countries 
of the Yen bloc—Kwantung leased 
territory, Manchukuo and those parts 
of North and Central China 
dominated by Japan—has declined to 
583,000,000 yen, or 35 per cent. less 
than the corresponding period  lnst 
year, ~ 


Commenting on the serious drop in 
Japanese exports, the . Minister for 
Economics attributes the lost mar- 
kets firstly to Japan’s difculty in 
obtaining sufficient quantities of raw 
materials, secondly, high cost of 
Japanese goods, thirdly, economic de- 
pression in countries trading with 
Jopan and, fourthly, anti-Japanese 
sentiment in forcign countrics.—

Six hundred miles inland from the 
sea, Japanese warships are pounding 
the fortifications of Kiukiany, the 
“City. of Nine Rivers,” to dust. 

Military cireles here admit the 
hopelessness of defending the city of 
100,000 people against the might of 
the Combined Japanese nivy, army 
and alr force, and it Js frankly 
admitted here that the fall of Kiu- 
titiang can only be a matter of days, 
perhaps only hours.

OF VALUE TO CROWN

MIGHT DISGUISE FACT 


Witness‘ said he would expect a 
person who had an attack of epllep- 
tic equivalent to have ao medical 
history going bacle scveral. years, to 
the person’s childhood. One would 
have to have several fits n year in 
succession to ‘become “hardened” 
before becoming an epileptic cquiva- 
lent. Describing a minor fit of thls 
description, witness said that a per- 
son could have had minor fits for 
seyeral years without his acquain- 
tances being aware of it. 

In n mojor fit, the person may 


‘| change his conduct. “Ile may become 


frritabte, moody and quarrelsome. 
Heé would have some strange scnsa- 
tlons, would emit a cry and fall to 
the ground with convu'sions.. The 
body would be rigid and the jaws 
clenched. He would begin to shake 
and bite his tonguc, ond then pass 
Into a state of decp slccp. The per- 
son might sometimes do something 
violent which he cannot remember. 
Such fits might only Inst a short 
time, said Dr, Thomas. 

Assuming that prisoner had a 
grievance against Mrs. Challinor— 
whether well-founded or not docs 
not matter—and assuming that in 
the middle of the night he went 
to the kitchen and got the knives 
and went to the bedroom with the 
intention of killing Mrs, Challinor, 
and then when he was chalienged he 
sald: “I am not silly, I am folng 
to Kill you; assuming all that, can 
you express any opinion as to whether 
these actions are consistent with him 
being sane in the legal sense of the 
word? —Yes. 


RECOGNISE WRONG-DOING 


Sane jn the legal sense means that 
a man knows what he is doing and 
that what he was ‘doing, in his casé, 
wns wrong. Is it possible in your 
opinion for a person to be mentally 
abnormal, suffering from a mental 
discas, and notwithstanding that to 
know the nature of his acts and that 
those acta were wrong?—Yes, and ur- 
dinary mental disease would not de- 
prive him of that {fnculty except 
delirium tremens, sunstroke or epilep- 
tic equivalent. 

He might) have such a grievous 
form «f disease that he would ‘not 
knew what was right or wrong?— 
Yes. 

Is uccuscd a man of Jow ment- 
ality?-—A little below average. 

Would that fact have any bearing 
at all on whether he knew what he 
was doing?——No bearing at all, 

Cross-examined by Counsel fer the 
defence, Dr. Thomas accepted that 
the story told him by accused in 
hospital of the night’s events, 
wrong . 

Assuming that It was false, would 
that modify your opinion as to the 
sanity of the accused?—When I heard 
it I thought aceused must be deluded. 

His Lordship: You did not believe 
what he told you?—-No, it was such a 
strange story. 

Mr. Mocnamara: Would it) in- 
fluence your. opinion in any way if 
I were to tell you that the accused 
has, in fact, had similar attacks to 
the one which is: the subject matter 
of this investigation? 

Mr. Whyatt interjected that the 
question could not be put as it was 
not known whether there was an 
attack of epileptic equivalent. His 
Lordship satd Dr. Thomas had made 
It clear (hut if he was informed .that, 
there was a previous history of fits 
it would change his opinion. 


SUPPOSITION OF PROOF 


Mr, Macnamara: Suppose we prove 
that there were similpr attacks of 
which he had no recollection, that 
would make it more likely that he 
was an epileptic equivalent?—Yes, 

Dr. Durran said yesterday that he 
thought there was no recollection of 
these fits afterwards, is that true?— 
1 don’t think so. No recollection of 
the events perhaps, but the person 
would know he had had a. fit, he 
would Inow there was a mental 
hiatus, : : 

Dr. Pfister tells me, and he will 
give evidence later, that these fits 
are usually forgotten?—I cannot sub- 
seribe to that. 

Not a lot of fits but suppose only 
two fits had been experienced, would 
you agree that the person might not 
so much not have known about them 
but might not appreciate that he had 
had them?—If you put it that way, 
he might not appreciate them and 
that he had a mental blank in which 
he did not know what had happened, 
I will agree, : 

Especially in an uneducated man? 
—Yes, -¢ ns 

His Lordship: In vulgar ‘parlance, 
he would know there was something 
wrong but he would not know what 
it was all_about?—Yes, 

Mr. Macnamara: After Mr. 
Challinor had succeeded in wresting 
away the knives, accused went away 
and got a hammer and tricd to 
assoult two servants, one with a 
possible motive and the other with 
no motive at all. Is that consistent 
with the epileptic equivalent?—All 
these acts would be embraced by this 
automatism. : 3 


CANNOT GIVE OPINION 


‘If dfter he assaulted his master 
and mistress and the ‘servants, he 
then took a bottle of becr and 
climbed on.the roof, would not that 
be’ a bit -strange?7—On this one 
Isolated fact it is impossible to give 
on opinion.

RECALLS PRISONER'S 
"STATEMENT 


Mr. Macnamara recatled prisoner's 
stniement to the police In which he 
spoke of fecling giddy, drinking the 
beer and jumping off the reof only 
afterwards. learning: that he 
had attacked his nuistress, Witness 
agreed that there was a mental 
gap there. 

Mr. Whyatt (re-examining): There 
is a mental gap provided he wroic 
down! everything he remembered but 
did you gather from what he told 
you that there was a mental gap? 

Witness: No, he filled in the gap. 

This story of the conspiracy, 
assuming it waz true that it was a 
delusion, would it prevent him 
knowing that what he was doing was 
a wrong act?—No, 

Would a delusion be consistent 
with an epileptic equivalent?—No, 

Are the deluslon and cpileptic 
equivalent mutually exlusive?—Yes. 


COMMENCES ADDRESS 


This concluded the evidence for the 
Crown and Mr. Macnamara com- 
menced his address for the defence 
by pointing out that the jury need 
not speculate on the fact that prisoner 
was represented by Counsel, solicitor 
and an expert medical witness since 
these facilities were made available 
by the Crown. The two points at 
Issue were: Did accused kill Mrs, 
Challinor, and if he did Icill her, was 
he sane or not. On the first point, 
he did not think the Jury would have 
much doubt, considering the evidence 
produced. On the second point he 
would Itke to recall that — strictly 
speaking, the Jury was competent to 
say that the prisoner was insane on 
the facts alone and apart altogether 
from the medical evidence. The 
facts ndduced by the prosecution 
were so startling that they must give 
rise to u suspicion in the minds of the 
jury as to accused's sanity, The 
total inadequacy of uny motive was 
u polnt that was not conclusive in 
Itself but taken {n conjunciton with 
other aspects, it became an import- 
ant consideration. The extraordinary 
incident of the assault on the ser- 
vants, the story told to Dr. Thomas 
iwhich had no truth in it, accused's 
worry about leprosy which he never 
had, were all points to consider, Mr. 
Challinor had said accused was stupid 
but only as oa servant: Counsel 
suggested that since accused was a 
servant, the jury could not find the 
distinction between accused being 
stupid and stupid as a servant. 
There was also the peculiar strength 
which enabicd him to fight so long 
agalnst such a big, strong man as Mr. 
Challinor was, the violence of the 
slab wounds, the shouts of “robbery” 
and the statement made to the police 
as’ further evidence whlch the jury 
were asked to reconcile with the 
accused’s sanity. It was the pre- 
sumption of the law that a man was 
sune-until proved otherwise and the 
defence would prove that accused 
was not sane, 


ACCUSED CALLED 


Going into the witness stand, ac- 
cused admitted that there were some 
people who called him crazy. He 
had been to the Yanping District As- 
sociation in the city, and had been 
accused of having broken mirrors 
and other ‘articles in the ‘club. As- 
eused had learnt of these breakages 
from. a gardener named Leung 
Hung. 

Mr. Macnamara: You know what 
the charge against you is, that of 
murdering Mrs. Challinor? 

Accused: I was accused of attack- 
ing her. I don’t know whether J had 
attacked her or not. I had no rea- 
son for attacking her.

THIRSTS R RISE: 
POPULATION 
STEADY 


It must not be supposed that 
any attempt is being made to 
disguise the fact that Hong- 
kong’s population has increased 
by some thousands—no-one is 
quite sure how many—since the 
outbreak of hostilities in China. 
But the monthly water returns, 
issued recently, most certainly 
would mislead anyone not aware 
of the fairly steady, and some- 
times frantic, influx of refugees 
to this Colony. Consumption 
figures for June, 1938, are 
689.43 million. gallons as com- 
pared to 396.74 million gallons 
in 1937. Surely there is signi- 
ficance here; surely the most 
reasonable explanation is that 
the increase in our population is 
responsible for this rather nota- 
ble gain in water .consumed. 
But because, presumably, there 
is no official estimate of the 
population’s increase available, 
the monthly water return takes 


[it for granted that the Island’s 


population is whet it was 
thought to be in 1937—445,000. 
It is on this figure that the per 
capita consumption of water is 
estimated; and it discloses the 
interesting fact that this per 
capita consumption: has in- 
creased more than ten gallons, 
per head a day, or roughly 25 
per cent. In Kowloon the 
por capita consumption is still 
based on the 1987 population 
figure of 380,000, and. because 
total consumption is up from 
301.51 million gallons to 369.23 
million gallons par capita con- 
sumption is said to have risen 
from 26.4 to 82.4 gallons -a- day. 

Now consider these . figures 
from . another point of view— 
working on the assumption , that 
there is a very considerable in- 
erefige in Hongkong’s jpopula- 
tion.

and subsequently, to ensure that on 
the day on which: the actual with- 
drawal starts, and on every day 
thereafter until ~all foreign ~volun= 
teers have been withdrawn from both 
Spanish parties, they will be in a 
position to hand over daily the num- 
ber of foreign volunteers prescribed. 

For this purpose they will under- 
take that on the day on which actual 
withdrawal starts and on each sub- 
sequent day thereafter, there shall 
be not less than five days’ quotas of 
foreign volunteers already withdrawn 
from the battle area and available 
for transfer to evacuation areas, 

The time table for effecting with- 
draivals provides that the first of 
the daily quotas of foreign volun- 
teers will be transferred by the 
Spanish parties concerned to the 
evacuation centres on the forty-sixth 
day after the final adoption by the 
International Committee of the re- 
solution now published. 

On the 101st day the commission 
will begin the task of verifying that 
no foreign volunteers remain un- 
evacuated. - 

The whole of the expenditure in-

Mikhail Borodin, “mystery 
man” of Chinn and virtual 
dictator ‘of the country during 
the carly days of the Republic, 
has arrived in Hankow, accord- 
ing to a Domci message. 


Borodin was called:te Canton from 
Moscow by Dr, Sun Yat-sen In 1924, 
and acted as Chief Political Adviser 
to the Kuomintang until he’ was 
forced to flee by Generalissimo 
Chinng Kal-shek In 1927, 


After eleven yenrs exile, Domef 
reports that he arrived sceretly in 
Hankow on July 9, presumably to 
pave the way for conversations 
between Gencralissimo Chlang Kal- 
shek and Marshal Bluccher, leader 
of the Sovict Military forces In the 
Fav East, 


Marshal Bluccher, who was also 
{In China as military adviser with 
Boredin, 
in Hankpw in the near future, The 
conyersations with Generalissimo 
Chiang Knleshele may have far- 
reaching effects.—Trans-Occan, 


Borodin, Jn 1923, was responsible 
for converting the Kuomintang from 
u purely nationalistic movement into 
a militant social - revolutionary 
movement. Under his tutelage, 
Blueccher was training Chinese cadets 
at the Whampoa Milltary Academy, 
chinese eencrals were taking 
Braduate courses at Moscow's war 
colleges and preparations were pro- 
ceeding for the organisation of 
Soviets throughout China, Early In 
1927 Borodin became the real power 
In China, He was looked upon as 
(he sole author of every move, deeree 
and policy of the Hankow Govern- 
ment, The right wing of the Kuo- 
mintang, led by Chiang Kaleshek, 
grew alarmed, and ied a revolt 
against the = Russian influence, 
Borodin and his retinue fled back to 
Soviet Russia,
